Frank M cKeahnie was the son of a prominent, pioneering pastoralist from 
‘Aberfoyle’ at Yarra near Goulburn, NSW. After leaving school he was 
apprenticed to the engineering trade at Goulburn. On 1 June 1906 his wife 
Ivy, aged 25, died of typhoid. Then, in 1925, he purchased, Sydney M achine 
Co, based at Botany Road, Waterloo, not far from M ascot Aerodrome, as 
it was called at that time. Frank was a qualified pilot with the N SW Section 
of the Australian Aero Club and it was reported in 1930 that his father, 
George, had a nice surprise when Frank flying on his way to Canberra 
landed in a paddock at Yarra to visit him. Frank knew the surrounding area 
well as he grew up and camped on the Canberra Plains on many occasions 
when droving cattle, little knowing that one day the Federal capital would 
be built on that site. 


On another occasion in June 1931, while flying over Yarra, Frank dropped 
a letter by parachute to a local resident to advise him that his father, George 
M cK eahnie, was undergoing medical treatment in Sydney. Scrawled across 
the envelope were the words, 'Gee, it's cold up here--a cup of coffee would go 
good.' This was the first letter delivered to Yarra by medium of an aeroplane 
and the local resident stated that he was going to preserve the envelope, letter 
and silk parachute as a souvenir. 


In 1932 Frank M cK eahnie was elected as a member of the committee of the 
Australian Aero Club (N SW). In the same year he presented an Essex truck, 
used for towing aeroplanes about the 'drome, to the Aero Club (NSW). 
H e also was president of the air tourney committee for the Lady of the Air 
Tourney held at H argrave Park and in that capacity he presented the trophy 
to the winner, M iss Valmal J enkins. H argrave Park at Liverpool, NSW was 
an area of about 70 acres acquired by the Royal Aero Club and they created 
an airfield there which opened in 1930. It was closed in about 1945. 


In November 1934 Frank M cKeahnie once again was the Aero Club's 
representative when three aircraft, three pilots and an instructor were sent 
from Sydney to Bombala to assist in celebrations to greet the King's son, 
HRH Prince Henry, when he visited the area. In 1935 he was elected Vice- 
Chairman of the Aero Club. 


Vendor advises that Frank M cKeahnie piloted one of the planes that flew 
over the Sydney H arbour Bridge on its official opening day but this has not 
been confirmed.

Johnathan Woodcock described in records as a sawyer or labourer was born 
in Hertford, England in 1796. In 1813 he received a 7 year sentence for 
larceny and was transported to Australia arriving on the 'Fanny' in 1816. 
R ecords show that he successfully applied to marry Amelia Bowing in 1819 
and that a son, James, was born in 1820. H ereceived a certificate of freedom 
for his original sentence on 4th June 1821 but was again back before the 
Sydney Criminal Court in J une of 1822 when he was again sentenced to 7 
years. His name appears on the convict musters of 1822, 1825 and 1828 
and show that he resided at Port M acquarie during this period. He was 
eventually freed on the 26th J une 1829 and appears to have remained out 
of further trouble until his death in 1849.

Interestingly four Charles Taylor's arrived in Australia in the relevant time 
frame, however two can be confidently discounted due to age (15 years) 
and the point of disembarkation (H obart). The third Charles Taylor, who 
was transported for life, arrived on the ‘Asia’ on the 19th N ovember 1827 
and appears in the Convict M uster of 1837 as a 29 year old. The emotion 
contained in the token would seem unlikely to apply to a husband who would 
have been nineteen in 1827. The final and strongest candidate for 'M y dear 
H usband' is Charles Taylor who was transported for lifeon the'M arquis of 
H astings' on the 14th April 1827. His death at age 47 was recorded on the 
18th August 1839 at Bathurst very soon after he was pardoned, and before 
he could be reunited with his dear wife.

Ann Carrier was described as a housemaid and nurseat her trial in Warwick, 
England on the 9th August 1828. H owever, she obviously had other means 
of income as she was convicted of stealing in Birmingham 'from the person 
in a house of ill-fame’. According to the author Babette Smith in her book 
‘A Cargo of Women’, in which Ann has several mentions, it was not an 
uncommon crime for working women to be convicted of stealing money 
from their clients when they were in a vulnerable state. 


She arrived in Sydney on the 'Princess R oyal' in M ay 1829 and was assigned 
to Sarah Wyer before being transferred to M. Smith and then later to 
Captain H Steel. 


Ann's English boyfriend (W Vale?) was long dead, buried and forgotten 
when in 1831 she applied to marry John Ward, however this union did not 
proceed. But in April 1833 she successfully married Peter Tyler a convict 
printer employed by the Sydney M onitor and who had earlier been caught 
up in a bitter campaign against the unpopular Governor Darling. Records 
show that Peter Tyler died in Sydney in July 1842 but Ann's later years 
remain a mystery.

THE WILLIAM JOHN (BILL) BURKE COLLECTION 
OF FIRE BRIGADE MEMORABILIA 





Bill Burke was born on 27th December 1937 in Edinburgh, 
Scotland. At the age of 13 with his father, mother, brother 
and sister, he migrated to H obart, Tasmania arriving on 4th 
January 1950. 
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He turned 20 years old (on the 27th December 1957) and 
two weeks later on 11th January 1958 joined the H obart 
Fire Brigade as a partly paid volunteer fireman (fire fighter). 
On 21st July 1958, he joined the H obart Fire Brigade as a 
permanent Fireman Third Class. Three years later he passed 
his exams as a First Class Fireman. 


On 3rd November 1973 Bill having passed the exam was 
promoted to Station Officer and on 23rd February 1984 to 
Superintendent. 


In 1979 Tasmania became the first State to haveonefireservice 
when the Urban Permanent and Urban Paid Volunteers joined 
the Rural Fire Board who managed the Country Volunteer 
Brigades, all unpaid volunteers comprising approximately 
250 brigades and 3,000 volunteers. They all became one 
service, same uniforms, training, welfare, equipment, radios 
and telephone system. 


On 21st August 1995 Bill became District Officer of the 
M idlands District and transferred to Bothwell, close to the 
centre of Tasmania. The district has the Central Highlands, 
mostly inaccessible mountains, sheep and cattle, properties, 
much logging and in winter, snow down to 400 metres. 
As District Officer Bill was responsible for 26 volunteer 
brigades, including training, discipline, uniforms, arson 
investigation, fire control and fire fighting. 


Bill recalls that of all the incidents he attended the ‘Black 
Tuesday’ of 7th February 1967 still remains with him today. 
The southern part of Tasmania was devastated and many 
thousands of buildings and homes were destroyed, 64 people 
lost their lives. 


H e received the N ational M edal on 2nd January 1971 and 
has 3 bars for 25, 35 and 45 years service. On 1st J anuary 
1994 Bill received the Australian Fire Service M edal. H ealso 
has the N ational Service M edal (1939-1960), Anniversary 
of National Service M edal (1951-1972), The Australian 
Defence M edal, Citizens Military Forces Reserve and 
Territorial Forces Conscript M edal and the Hobart Fire 
Brigade 125 Years Service M edal. 


Bill retired on 31st J uly 2008 but continues on as a volunteer 
member with the Tasmania Fire Service M useum Brigade 
where they restore old fire engines, such as a fully operational 
1911 Leyland turntable ladder, a 1924 Garford and many 
other old appliances. Currently he is close to serving 60 
years, being 70 when he retired and having served a record 
50 years as a permanent operational fire fighter.

(1906-09), Liberal (1909-17), Nationalist (1917-21), Country (1921-28) 
and Nationalist (1928-29). Atkinson was appointed Vice-President of the 
Executive Council from February 1923 until June 1926 and in 1931 was 
relected as aN ationalist to the Tasmanian Legislative C ouncil seat of Wilmot. 
H edied aged 77 in Latrobe (Tas) in 1945.

Thomas Forster, was an army surgeon, and his wife Eliza Blaxland, was the 
daughter of Gregory Blaxland. Both were married in Sydney and travelled 
to India in 1817, Wales in 1822, Ireland in 1825 and settled down in 1829 
in Brush Farm, Eastwood, which was built by Blaxland in about 1820, and 
the birthplace of the Australian wine industry.

William Noah H edges, originally baptised N oah William H edges, was born in Hertfordshire, England on 16 July 1856. In 1878 he migrated to Australia 
where he worked as a contractor in stone quarries. Later he contracted as a builder and building repairer in M ount Barker, South Australia where he served on 
the M ount Barker District Council and Road Board. On 4 April 1884 he married Elizabeth Paterson at Wistow and they had three sons and three daughters. 
After several years of building wharves and other works for railways and ports he moved to Western Australia in 1893 where he once again was Involved in 
public works before acquiring a large share in a timber and firewood company of which he became managing director. He also acquired farming properties 
including Koolberrin near N arembeen and a farm in South Australia near Lake Alexandrina. 


In 1897 H edges constructed the K aralee rock catchment and reservoir. This was the fourth largest of the railway catchment reservoirs and was used by the 
goldfields steam trains between Southern Cross and Coolgardie. It held 48.3 million litres of water in an earth dam and was used by steam locomotives until 1953 
when diesel locomotives were introduced. In 1999 this area was vested in the N ational Trust (WA) and is an attraction for visitors, picnickers and campers. 


Also, there is a railway siding named H edges Siding. Located on the cross country line from M erredin to N arrogin via Kondinin, situated between N arembeen 
and South Kumminin it was originally called Koolberrin after H edges farm a few miles west of the railway line. This farm was about 22,000 acres at its 
peak. As well as producing wheat and running sheep, H edges also used the farm to produce chaff for feeding his horses used on the WA Goldfields Firewood 
Supply Company woodline. 


In 1904 H edges made an unsuccessful attempt to enter parliament contesting the Legislative Assembly seat of Y ilgarn running as a M inisterial Party candidate. 
This loss did not deter him and in 1906 running as a candidate for the Western Australian Party he won the seat of Fremantle in the H ouse of R epresentatives. 
H eretained this seat in 1910 as a representative of the newly formed Commonwealth Liberal Party but lost it in 1913 to Labor's Reginald Burchell. Thereis a 
printed version of oneof his speeches made during parliamentary debates on 21 N ovember 1912 on the subject of supply (K algoorlieto Port Augusta Railway). 
It was published in book format by the Government Printer, M elbourne. Following the death of John Forrest in 1918 H edges made two unsuccessful attempts 
in 1918 and again in 1919 to win Forrest's federal seat of Swan as a Nationalist candidate. When Burchell retired in 1922 H edges tried to regain the seat of 
Fremantle that he had held until 1913 but failed. In that same year his wife died. Thereafter he began to commute regularly to South Australia and Victoria. 


In 1922 H edges authored a book titled, 'A practical scheme for land settlement in Western Australia’ which was published by R S Sampson in Perth. In 1923 
he built the homestead, Highland Valley, in the southwest of Western Australia. The property unique in its style was the hub of the 4,916 hectare property 
with extensive landscaping and gardens and one of the finest lawn tennis courts in the southwest. H edges was appointed President of the Western Australian 
Employers Federation in 1929 and at one time was also President of the Central Council of Employers of Australia. William Noah H edges died in a private 
hospital in Claremont on 21 November 1935 and is buried at K arrakatta Cemetery. R epresentatives of almost every commercial, professional and administrative 
activity including many prominent political figures in Western Australia attended his funeral.

Treasury bills were issued by the Australian Government to provide 
short term loans into the Commonwealth Public Account, namely the 
Government's principal account held at the Reserve Bank in Sydney. When 
this Treasury Bill of $1,200,000,000 was issued, Australia was being led by 
PrimeM inister M alcolm Fraser and the treasurer was] ohn H oward. At this 
time Australia was in the grip of a recession with major deficit problems, 
rising unemployment, a major wage breakout, massive interest rates (standard 
home loan variable rate 13.5% ) and inflation over ten percent. 


It was in this climate that this large value Treasury Bill was issued and it is 
also probably the reason that the date of issue was moved forward from M ay 
to M arch, also probably so the Commonwealth could meet its commitment 
to the States. 


This Treasury Bill was one of the last issued as a move to Treasury 
N otes was already underway and in June the tender system for Treasury 
Bonds was commenced. This move to a tendering system supported the 
Government being able to fully fund its budget without recourse to central 
bank financing. 


Thus this Treasury Bill offered here is rare because of its high face value 
of $1.2 billion dollars and the probability that such bills were normally 
destroyed after their use.

James H arvey of Bishop's Stortford, age 22, married with one child, was found guilty of housebreaking at Oxford on 7 M arch 1827 and sentenced to 
Transportation for life. He arrived at Sydney on the Prince Regent on 27 September 1827. He was assigned to indentured service with William Bowman 
and in the 1828 Census he is shown as a Bullock Driver for W. Bowman at Bathurst and on the Convict Return of 1837 heis still in the same position. He 
was granted a second class conditional pardon on 23 M ay 1846. He married Elizabeth J ane Goodsall in 1842 and they had six children. James died on 3 
M ay 1852 at the age of 47 at Penrith and was buried the next day.

Licensed boatmen provided a ferry service in rowing boats in Sydney Cove and Darling Harbour, for example by rowing across Sydney Harbour from 
points such as M illers Point (south side) to Blues Point (north side). 


The regulations stated that the boatman had to register his name and place of abode at the Police O ffice and then receive a badge which was to be worn 
on the left breast of his coat or jacket. The boatman also had to have his name and place of abode painted in one inch long letters on the inside of the 
gunwale of the stern of his boat and also on the inside of the gunwale of the fore sheets.

A law for the Cessation of Transportation was passed by British Parliament and the news conveyed to Tasmania on 10 August 1853. A medal to 
commemorate the event was produced by the Royal M int in London and in 1855 a shipment of 9,000 white metal medals and 100 bronze medals was 
received. The white metal issues were primarily distributed to school children in Tasmania and the bronze were awarded for services rendered in the ‘anti- 
transportation cause’. 


In the South Australian Register, an Adelaide newspaper, on Wednesday 22 August 1855, page 3 it was reported that a 'medal to Commemorate the 
Cessation of Transportation, several of the medals which have been struck to commemorate the cessation of transportation to the colony of Van Diemen's 
Land, have been awarded by the Tasmanian Committees to persons in N ew South Wales who took an active part in the anti-transportation movement. 
Amongst others, M r. Cowper, M .LC., President of the Anti-Transportation League, M r. Parkes, M.L.C., and Mr. Gilbert Wright, have received the medal, 
which is of bronze, and is 2-1/4 inches in diameter. 


On the obverse is the profile of Her M ajesty, very neatly and firmly executed, and by no means an unfaithful likeness. The inscription on the obverse is 
simply 'Victoria Queen, MDCCCLIII.' The reverse has the Australasian Arms, with the supporters, the kangaroo and the emu, and bears the inscription, ' 
Cessation of Transportation, 1853 - Tasmania founded 1803.' The design of the medal is remarkably chaste and neat, and its appearance is at once simple 
and elegant. It is a tasteful memorial of the event it is designed to commemorate, and forms an appropriate recognition of the services of those who took 
a foremost part in the movement which resulted in the cessation of transportation to Van Diemen's Land, and thus gave the death-blow to the convict 
system in these colonies.’ 


It is significant that the reverse design of the medal, referred to above as the Australasian arms was the coat-of-arms adopted by Australia following 
federation.

TheComunn Na Feine Society was the first Scottish society formed in the colony of Victoria being founded in December 1856. Its first highland gathering 
was held in 1857 and attracted 5-6,000 people. The society was very involved in competitions for education, music, dancing and sporting activities. 


A report of these Scottish Games held at Geelong, Victoria on 2 January 1860 stated that they lasted until sundown and except for one little ‘scrimmage’ 
between two inebriates, the best order prevailed during the day. Competitions were held in Tilting (10 competitors and won by John Riddoch, as per 
above medal, who took off 12 rings), Archery, M usic, Dancing, Costume, H eavy Stone, Light Stone, H eavy Hammer, Light Hammer, Running H igh Leap, 
Standing High Leap, Running Long Leap, Foot Race, Single Stitch, Aborigines Foot Race (won by Alexander, a Sydney native) and Spear-T hrowing (won 
by Dick of Geelong). Tilting, based on medieval jousting, is the sport of riding a horse and trying to hook a ring onto the rider's lance.

Mr Weeks White was proprietor of a bakery and an alderman on Newtown Council. Prior to his departure for an extended trip to Europe he was 
honoured by a reception of the council held at N ewtown Town Hall on Tuesday night 17 April 1894 and then in the evening of the following Saturday 
by a gathering of no less than about 100 employees, bandsmen and a few young ladies and gentlemen who met at his bunting decorated Enmore bakery 
for a send off function. On behalf of the employees of his Enmore and Waterloo bakery establishments he was presented with an illuminated address 
by Mr Sharp, foreman of the Waterloo establishment. He was also presented with a badge and silver medal by Mr Palmer on behalf of members of the 
Enterprise Brass Band in testimony of the support they had received from him since the band's formation. The function closed with a rendering of 'He's 
a Jolly Good Fellow' and 'God Save the Q ueen’. 


The Enterprise Brass Band had been formed by Weeks White in order to give his employees recreation and he had engaged M r John Palmer of the Sydney

Sir George Lewis Barstow KCB, was born in India in 1874 and was educated at Clifton College and Emmanuel College, Cambridge, England. In 1898 he 
started work as a civil servant in HM Treasury and in 1909 was appointed principal clerk and then Assistant Secretary. He was appointed Companion of 
the Order of the Bath (CB) in 1914 and in 1919 was appointed Controller of Supply Services at the Treasury. He was appointed Knight Commander of the 
Order of the Bath (KCB) in 1920. In 1927 he was on the management body of Anglo-Persian Oil Company as government director, holding this position 
until 1946. He was a director of Midland Bank and was also on the board of the Prudential Assurance Company, becoming deputy chairman and then 
elected chairman in 1941 retaining this position until 1953.

Octavius Bayliffe Eosworth, wool-broker and manufacturer, was born in London in 1827. Hecameto Sydney in 1848 with a speculative cargo however he 
found the colonial market depressed and about a year later went to San Francisco where he worked as a merchant and commission agent before returning 
to Australia. He held the position of manager of Thomas Barker's tweed mill in Sydney in 1853-54 and in 1855 became the wool specialist in Mort & 
Co. Hehad a rocky relationship with one of the business partners and was dismissed, but later returned only to leave again and set up his own business 
in opposition, but it failed. In 1860-70 he owned Barker's mill in Sussex Street, which manufactured a large variety of cloths and ginned local cotton for 
export to England during the American civil war. He also had a wool-washing establishment and bought wool, tallow, hide and cotton for numerous 
overseas and local firms. He held several other positions with prominent organisations. H e died of diphtheria at Cintra, Burwood, on 23 June 1870 and 
was buried in St Stephen's churchyard, Camperdown.

In 1860 Mrs. Timbrell began the breeding of silkworms and the production of silk. She was then a Victorian, living in Carlton, and her beginning was a 
purchase from a Mr. M cDonald of thirteen silkworms, of the Bombyx mori, the ordinary Chinese species. Under intelligent management the worms were 
successfully reared and proved reproductive, the result being a large number of fresh worms, and a high average of silk. In 1864 M rs. Timbrell received her 
first, and it might almost be said only piece of encouragement, for the Board of Agriculture purchased all her exhibits of silk, and awarded her a bonus of 
£20 in recognition of her introduction of a novel industry. N evertheless, her circumstances were not good, and her horizon not clearing, she accompanied 
her husband to Queensland, carrying her silkworms with her. 


She always kept by her a selection of cocoons for reproduction, and when she arrived at Brisbane she was privileged to obtain her supplies of mulberry 
leaves from thelocal H orticultural and Agricultural Society. She remained in Queensland for two years, and during that period her silkworms Increased and 
multiplied exceedingly. The magnificent fruit of her patient, unceasing labours appeared in her splendid cases of silk, unwound and in the cocoon, which 
she exhibited at the Intercolonial Exhibition of 1866-67, and for which she received honourable mention. A newspaper reported that the jury of the silk 
section of the Intercolonial Exhibition chose to award the chief prize to Mrs. Pike, of Victoria, while M rs. Timbrell was of Queensland, the implication 
being of ‘home town’ bias. 


M rs Timbrell deserves special encouragement, because of her indefatigable energy, and it is to such as her that Victoria chiefly owes the establishment of 
sericulture as an industry. It is remarkable that this lady was the very first who sent any exhibits from the neighbouring colonies, and later, she was among 
the foremost to present her valuable exhibits to the Exhibition Commissioners in aid of the establishment of a sort of industrial museum. She also received 
the honour of a medal from the Dublin Exhibition. Finding her residence in Queensland unprofitable, she left Brisbane for Victoria taking up residence 
in N orth Fitzroy.

Richard Hill, pastoralist and politician, was born on 22 September 1810 at Sydney. After leaving school he was involved in various business activities 
and at one time managed William Wentworth's Vaucluse estate and was later agent for his city property.

Saul Samuel was born in England on 2 November 1820. He arrived in NSW with his mother on 25 August 1832. H e was educated at W.T.Cape's school 
and in 1837 joined the family's Sydney counting-house operated by his uncles. In 1946 he was the first Jew in NSW to become a magistrate and was 
also the first Jewish legislator in NSW. For a short period in 1860 he was Colonial Treasurer and the first Jew to become a M inister of the Crown. He 
represented various electorates including Wellington, Orange and East Sydney and as well held various important government positions.

Sir Andrew Clarke, military engineer and public servant was born on 27 July 1824 at Southsea, H ampshire, England. He spent a few years in India with 
his parents and then moved to Ireland where he was raised by other family members. After graduating from the Royal M ilitary Academy at Woolwich 
he was commissioned in the Royal Engineers. In 1846 his father who was Governor of Western Australia urged Andrew to come to Australia. He did so 
in his military capacity but to Tasmania serving in many areas in both a military capacity and in civil service in Tasmania and Victoria. H e initiated the 
M useum of Natural History in M elbourne and designed the building for the first M elbourne Industrial Exhibition. His other initiatives and achievements 
in Victoria are too numerous to mention here. H ealso served in prominent positions throughout the British colonies. Andrew Clarke died in London on 
29 M arch 1902.

In 1879 he was appointed secretary to the commissioners at the Sydney Exhibition and 
later held the same post representing Victoria and other colonies at exhibitions in M elbourne in 1872, 1875 and 1880-81, London and Vienna in 1873, 
Philadelphia in 1876, Paris in 1878 (awarded Legion of Honour), Amsterdam in 1883, Crystal Palace in 1884, Adelaide in 1887, Tasmania in 1894 and 
to the colonial committee of the British royal commission to the Paris Exhibition in 1900. H ewas appointed CM G in 1878 for his services as an eminently 
successful emissary for the colonies. H e also served on the royal commission inquiring into the Kelly outbreak and performance of the police. H e died in 
London on 13 April 1919.

Carl Pinschof, born in Vienna, Austria became honorary secretary of the Austrian commission to the Sydney International Exhibition in 
1879. Encouraged by the 209 prizes, including 95 first prizes, won by the 251 Austrian companies represented, he decided when passing through M elbourne, 
on his way home, to settle there. He returned in time for the International Exhibition which opened in October 1880. He and his wife became leading 
patrons of music and art in M elbourne. They were foundation supporters of the M arshall-H all Orchestra and Carl was one of the founding members of 
the Lady N orthcote Permanent Orchestra Trust Fund. See Carl Pinschof's full biography by Raoul F.M iddelmann published in Australian Dictionary of 
Biography, Vol 11, (M UP), 1988.

Leon Edmond M azure, was born in October 1860 at Villeneuve, Coulommiers, Seine et M arne, France, son of Alphonse M azure, and educated at the Christian 
Brothers' College, N ogent, Burgundy. H elearnt winemaking from his father and unclewho were both vignerons and had experience in winemaking under other 
vignerons in Spain. While on a youthful adventure of exploration the boat he was on was shipwrecked on the coast of N ew Ireland. While he was waiting in 
Sydney for a vessel for his return trip to France, helearned of ajob opportunity for a vigneron at Beaumont, South Australia, and secured the position, arriving 
about 1884. H estayed for eighteen months, then took charge of C.B.Young's Kanmantoo vineyard for a similar period and while there he was naturalized in 
1885 and also married Philomine H enriette, sister of winemaker, J oseph Gelly. 


At the] ubilee Exhibition in Adelaidein 1888, M azure was in charge of the cellars and had to classify about 1,000 different kinds of Australian and European 
wines for the jury. He was later hired as manager of the Auldana vineyard and in 1899 he was taken into partnership until it was incorporated in 1903 with 
him as managing director. In M ay 1900 he was appointed honorary commissioner to enquire into the European wine industry, visiting Spain, Portugal and 
every wine district of France. Then in 1909 he returned to Europe for the Franco-British Exhibition in London. 


Edmond M azure was among the first vignerons in South Australia to make champagne on a large scale (in 1896), to preserve olives and to introduce levures 
into the making of wine. He also made the first sparkling shiraz that he christened ‘Sparkling Burgundy’ in M arch 1893. 


From 1887-1912, while at Auldana, he was awarded a multitude of prizes. H e was also a councillor of the South Australian Vignerons' Association, becamea 
wine and pruning judge, initiated a pruning competition for boys under 18, and took out several patents for ideas including the M azure corkscrew, a corking 
machine and a windmill bird scarer. 


In 1909 M azure bought part of Home Park, and called it La Perouse. Between 1914 and 1921 he won a further fifteen first prizes and ten seconds at the 
Adelaide wine shows, under his own or his wife's favoured name of H enriette. M azure created the original St H enri claret, followed by the St George and the 
St Henri special. Edmond M azure died on 29 April 1939 at Albert Park and was buried in the Cheltenham Cemetery, Adelaide. His full history by M errily 
H allsworth is available in Australian Dictionary of Biography, Supplementary Volume, (M UP), 2005

The Wolseley Sheep Shearing M achine was conceived by Frederick York Wolseley, the son of M ajor Garnet Joseph Wolseley and brother of Field M arshall 
Lord Wolseley. Frederick emigrated from Ireland to Australia in 1854 and went to 'Thule’, aM urray River station in the Deniliquin area owned by his brother- 
in-law. Over the next thirty years he developed and patented shearing machinery as well as acquiring his own sheep station and by the end of 1888 about 22 
shearing sheds had been equipped with his shearing machines and the success of the invention was secure. Frederick Wolseley died in early January 1899 in 
England but his shearing machine business continued to thrive. 


Corrawong Shed is probably a mis-spelling and should be Currawong Shed. N ewspaper reports for shed starts stated that the C arwoola team (of 12 shearers and 
12 shed hands) were to start at Currawong in November 1932 immediately after completing shearing at Bungendore which was to begin on 7 N ovember. 


Little is known of Alfred George M erritt other than he was a professional shearer and was participating in shearing competitions at least as early as 1928. 
H e died in 1959 while residing at N eutral Bay.

Examination conducted on 23 December 1824 and this medal was awarded to Henry Halloran for English exercises and rapid progress in his classical studies. 
Henry, aged 13, was one of Dr. Laurence H alloran's many children. 


These school medals were awarded by Dr.L.H alloran between 1819 and at least 1826. Examinations were held in J uneand December each year and two silver 
medals were awarded for each the half-yearly exams. This medal on offer is the eighth of these medals known to still exist. They were awarded to Robert 
Campbell (1819) (private collection ex A.H .Baldwin Collection), John Wild (1820) (private collection), Francis Lord (1822) (Caroline Simpson Collection, 
H istoric H ouses Trust of N SW, Sydney), Charles Driver (awarded 1822 but medal dated 1823) (Powerhouse M useum), William M .Campbell (1823) (private 
collection ex Spink Australia Auctions Sale 24 lot 1018 and N oble N umismatics Sale 88 lot 705 [Dr John Chapman Collection]), H enry Halloran (1824) (Les 
Carlisle Collection), John D.Tawell (1824) (ex M orton and Eden Sale 39, lot 352, 2 Dec 2009 to USA buyer), and J.F.J oseohson (1826) (private collection ex 
N oble N umismatics Sale 58 lot 2898). 


The Sydney Gazette of 15th J uly 1820 records 'On Friday ult. the half yearly exhibitions of the various exercises by Dr H alloran's pupils took place at his house 
in Phillip Street, and the Latin class underwent a public examination in their classical studies. To those who are appraised of Dr Halloran's long experienceasa 
teacher, and of the number of persons now filling eminent situations who were educated by him, it will scarcely be necessary to say that his pupils acquirements 
in the short period during which they have studied under his directions, appeared highly creditable to themselves and their instructor. 


H andsome silver medals of considerable value were presented to M asters Henry Robinson and John Wild’... ‘Similar medals were obtained at Christmas last 
by Simeon Lord and Robert Campbell’. Another entry in the Sydney Gazette, dated 22nd December 1821 states 'Silver medals were awarded by their Reverend 
Tutor as follows: one to M aster John Piper and the other to M aster John Terry’.

LAURENCE HYNESHALLORAN (1765-1831) 


Laurence H ynes Halloran was born on 29 December 1765 in Raroath, County M eath, Ireland. He was orphaned in 1772, placed in the care of his uncle, 
Judge William Gregory, and educated at Westminster School and later at the Royal M athematics School attached to Christ's H ospital which specialised in 
navigation. He entered theN avy in 1780 but deserted some two and a half years later after killing a midshipman with a sword. He was tried for murder at the 
Exeter Assizes in 1783 and was acquitted. In 1785 he opened a grammar school at Alphington near Exeter which he ran with great success for twelve years. 


A silver medal, with a similar allegorical scene to the present one awarded to a pupil of the school in 1794, is illustrated in ‘Silver M edals, Badges and Trophies 
from Schools in the British Isles 1550-1850' by M .E.Grimshaw (Cambridge, undated, c1980) page 21. Obviously the design by the Exeter silversmiths H. and 
]. Sweet was to Halloran's liking for him to ask Clayton to reproduce it some twenty five years later. The school must have had a good reputation as it was 
responsible for the education of the future Lord Gifford, M aster of the Rolls. 


Whilst at the school H alloran married Lydia AnneH all who eventually bore him twelve children. H echanged his religion from Catholic to Church of England 
in 1796, took H oly Orders and rejoined theN avy, this time as Chaplain, in 1798. Two years later he submitted himself as a candidate for the honorary degree 
of doctor of divinity at King's College, Aberdeen for which he was accepted but it would appear that he never completed the doctorate. His naval career 
included being present by the Battle of Trafalgar (21st October 1805) and concluded whilst chaplain to the naval and military forces at the Cape of Good 
H ope, South Africa, a job he undertook between 1807 and 1810. 


In thelater years heran foul of the commander of the forces, General H .C.Grey, by defending two officers charged with duelling and by subsequently disobeying 
an order to proceed as chaplain to the outpost at Simonstown near Cape Town. In June of that year he resigned his commission and published several poems 
which were highly libellous. Grey insisted that the Governor prosecute H alloran and the ensuing case found him guilty of defamatory libel. H e was heavily 
fined, had costs charged against him and banished from the colony. 


H ereturned to London with no money, no job and apparently no family. Between 1811 and 1817 he wandered the length and breadth of the country trying 
to find employment. H e was handicapped however, by a sense of persecution and a passion for litigation. Eventually he turned to forging letters in order to 
gain employment as a curate and was caught. T he authorities found in his possession a 'copper plate for making impressions of Deacons’ and Priests’ orders, 
together with impressions of the plate on parchment ... two other copper plates for letters of orders for the Kingdom of Ireland and seals engraved on stone 
and metal which had been used by him at various times including one used by him on the letter bearing the forged frank'. He was charged with forging a 
temporary frank of Sir William Garrow M.P., allegedly for the purpose of accrediting himself as a curate. He was found guilty and sentenced to seven years 
transportation. 


H e arrived in Sydney on the transport ‘Baring’ in June 1819 finding in the town John Thomas Campbell, a friend from his days in South Africa, who held 
the post of Vice-regal Secretary. It was on Campbell's recommendation that M acquarie issued H alloran a ticket of leave soon after his arrival that was later 
rescinded. Halloran was assigned as a servant to Simeon Lord, who, with Governor John M acarthur, helped him establish a private school which opened 
in late 1819 and was quickly patronised by the leading emancipists in Sydney. In newspaper accounts the school in Phillip Street, Sydney was referred to as 
Dr. Halloran's Establishment until J une 1823 when it was referred to as Sydney Grammar School and in September 1825 a proposal was put forward by Dr. 
H alloran for the foundation and endowment of a Public Grammar School and thus was born the Sydney Public Free Grammar School. 


H alloran's standard of education can not be questioned: M acquarie said that he was 'the best and most admired instructor of youth in the Colony' and 
).T.Bigge had to admit that the standard of his school 'added onemoreto the many proofs that have been exhibited of H alloran’s skill in the art of instruction’, 
although he deplored the employment of a convicted forger. In 1822 H alloran's family came to Sydney but his wife died a year after the birth of their twelfth 
child. He married Elizabeth Turnbull, aged 17, in August 1824, who bore him several children. H alloran's obsessive sense of persecution and his penchant for 
writing libellous tracts kept him constantly involved in litigation and these activities were primarily responsible for his pecuniary troubles. In order to escape 
the endless creditors he moved his school frequently but this did not prevent several spells in jail. 


In 1825 he proposed the establishment of a public grammar school under the patronage of Governor Sir T.M .Brisobane and managed by thirty trustees each of 
whom could nominate a pupil with a subscription of fifty pounds. A land grant and payments from the police fund were suggested as sources of income and 
the headmaster was to take twenty pupils on his own terms. Every three years the government was to send two outstanding graduates to O xford or Cambridge 
after which they were to take holy orders before returning to the colony. 


In November 1825 the school opened in temporary quarters with H alloran as the headmaster and his eldest son as undermaster. It took only a month before 
the trustees found cause to reprimand Halloran for his litigious behaviour and within four months to investigate complaints of unseemly behaviour which had 
been made against the son. In October 1826 the trustees resolved to suspend the running of the school at the end of the year, citing the need to use their limited 
funds to build a permanent structure, but H alloran's imprisonment for debt in November must have persuaded the trustees to start afresh. H e re-opened his 
private school in January 1827 and on the 5th April he published the first issue of the 'Gleaner'. The paper was not a success and Halloran's propensity for 
attracting libel suits against him along with his limited business knowledge caused it to be shut down on 29th September. 


In 1828, Governor Darling took pity on him and appointed him coroner for Sydney but had to dismiss him when he threatened to publish a defamation of 
Archdeacon Scott with whom he had fallen out. In 1830 Halloran tried his hand at drawing up memorials for persons with grievances. He died in Sydney 
on 8th M arch 1831.

HENRY HALLORAN (1811-1893) 


Henry Halloran was born on 6 April 1811 at Cape Town, the son of Laurence and Lydia Anne Halloran. After some years in England he went to Sydney 
with his mother in 1822 and educated at his father's school. In 1827 he became a clerk in the Survey Department. In 1841 he married Elizabeth H enrietta, 
daughter of Joseoh Underwood. H e became chief clerk of the Survey Department and in 1859 supervised the merger between that Department and the Crown 
Lands Office. 


A closefriend and correspondent of H enry Parkes, in 1841 H alloran promised to subscribe to a volume of poetry that Parkes hoped to publish. From the 1840s 
H alloran's own verses were published in newspapers and magazines. Accepted in Sydney's literary circles, he encouraged young writers and was reputed to 
have found Henry Kendall a job in the Colonial Secretary's Department. 'A scholar as well as a poet’, his work was admired by Daniel Deniehy who considered 
some of his verses 'remarkable for their classic grace’ and 'manly gentleness’, but believed that those 'connected with home affections . [gave] him the truest 
title to the rank of poet’. Halloran also made 'charming' translations from the Greek poems of Anacreon. 


In February 1866 Parkes appointed him Under-Secretary in the Colonial Secretary's Department and in 1867 a Justice of the Peace. In 1870 he served on 
the board for opening tenders for pastoral runs. He undertook extra administrative duties and in 1867 and 1873 was a member of the commissions to make 
arrangements for welcoming the Duke of Edinburgh and the public funeral of William Charles Wentworth. His contemporaries credited Halloran with a 
remarkable organizing ability. He retired on a pension in 1878 and was bestowed with aC.M.G. 


Between 1875 and 1884 hewasaN ew South Wales Commissioner for exhibitions in Philadelphia, M elbourne, Paris, Sydney and Calcutta. H e then set himself 
up as aland agent but was unhappy and soon retired to write poetry at his home, M owbray, Ashfield. Inclined to be querulous, he disputed for years with 
the government over compensation for land resumed at Ashfield. 


In 1887 he published Poems, O des and Songs, dedicated to Lady Carrington. M uch of his later poetry was written for special occasions and revealed his loyalty 
to the throne. These poems were unimaginative and he was ‘quite unable to break free of conventions’. He published A Few Love Rhymes of a M arried Life 
(1890) but also enjoyed boxing and was a lieutenant in the volunteer cavalry. 


He died on 19 M ay 1893 at Ashfield and was buried in St John's Church of England cemetery. H e was survived by four sons and four daughters of his first 
wife (d.1889) and by his second wife] ulia M argaret (Bella), n e Guerin, and their eight-month-old son. Bella was the first woman graduate of the University 
of M elbourne (M .A., 1885) and contributed to magazines and journals.

The Rossendale Collegiate School opened at Womerah Avenue, Darlinghurst, an inner suburb of Sydney, on 1 April 1886, under H ead M aster, Alfred M .Wright 
(Corpus Christi College, Cambridge). On Tuesday 16 December 1890 the fifth annual distribution of prizes was held in the presence of a large assemblage of 
the parents and friends of the pupils. M r Wright, the head master, presented his annual report and prizes were distributed. The silver medal, presented by Mr 
Sanford, was gained by O.Phillips.

Catrine is a village in East Ayrshire, Scotland. This medal is a tribute to the late husband of former Catrine resident M rs Haldane Colquhoun M urray (nee 
Turriff), the widow of William Gilmour M urray. William M urray had arrived in M elbournein 1853 and was the first honorary auditor of the Alfred H ospital. 
In 1875 he opened the Sydney office of the shipping firm of Gibbs, Bright & Co. A widower, M urray married H aldane Turriff on 6 M arch 1880. In 1886 
M urray was also appointed to the board of the Australian M utual Provident Society. 


H aldane Turriff had been born at Paisley, Renfrewshirein Scotland on 12 January 1834. In August 1866 she entered the N ightingale Training School attached 
to St Thomas's H ospital, London, and was selected as one of the five nurses to accompany Lucy Osburn to the Sydney Infirmary and Dispensary in December 
1867. A week after her arrival in Sydney on 5 M arch 1868 on the Dunbar Castle there was an attempted assassination of the Duke of Edinburgh and she was 
one of the two nurses who cared for him. Her nursing career makes for interesting reading and it is probably no coincidence that she was the first matron of 
M elbourne's Alfred H ospital (1870-80) where William M urray wasthehonorary auditor. Full details of H aldane Turriff's career are availablein the Australian 
Dictionary of Biography. 


William M urray died on 6 M ay 1888 and in 1894 his financially secure widow returned to her country of birth, Scotland, dying at Catrine on 5 February 
1922.

Robert Gordon Craig was born on 23 M ay 1870 at Ardrossan, Ayrshire, Scotland. His father, Robert Craig, was a sea captain who made money as a gun 
runner to the Confederates during the American Civil War and later smuggled brandy from France to Belfast. In 1877 he settled in Sydney, Australia and the 
following year young Robert joined his parents. He completed his education at Sydney Grammar School and over the next few years he studied medicine 
at university and then took up a residency at Royal Prince Alfred H ospital and later he bought a medical practice at Newtown. He had an eminent medical 
career and in 1915 he enlisted in the AIF being commissioned as a Lieutenant Colonel and served on No.1 Hospital Ship Karoola until the end of 1916 and 
then as surgeon at Randwick M ilitary H ospital. 


As well as his medical talents, Craig raced with the Royal Sydney Yacht Squadron and Royal Prince Alfred Yacht Club, was a first-class golfer and Vice- 
President of the Australian Golf Club, a member of the Rotary Club of Sydney and the Australian and University clubs. He died suddenly on 2 September 
1931 at Ulinda Station, his property near Binnaway located in central western N SW near the larger town of Coonabarabran, and was cremated at St Stephen's 
Presbyterian Church, Sydney.

At the Senior Public and M atriculation H onours Examinations held at the University of Sydney and at local centres in November, 1902, Winifred M abel 
Sophia Eva (daughter of Reverend Canon Eva) of the M aryborough Girls' Grammar School, Queensland also was awarded a silver medal for M usic. As well 
as receiving A passes in two subjects she also passed European History (B), Ancient History (C), English (A), French (C), Arithmetic (B), Geometry (C), and 
Trigonometry (C). 


W inifred's father, Canon Eva, migrated to Australia from England in 1874. H ehad a distinguished career in the church; some of his appointments being - R ector 
of Cooktown in N orth Queensland where he built a church (1875); Incumbent of Prospect and Seven Hills, near Parramatta, where he built a church (1878); 
Rector of St Paul's Church, M aryborough (1881); Rural Dean (1886); Hon. Canon of St John's Cathedral, Brisbane (1892). Canon Eva died in October 1907 
leaving a wife and nine children. At the time of his death his daughter Winifred Eva was on the teaching staff of Glen Innes High School in N SW.

Herbert Chargois was a renowned photographer born at Cairns, North Queensland, the son of another famous photographer, Alphonse Chargois who 
specialised in recording aboriginal peoples among other things. When Alphonse died in 1937 his son Victor H erbert Chargois (his full name) was appointed 
a trustee of his estate. 


Herbert opened the Chargois Photographic Studio in Cairns after his discharge from the AIF (served under full name of Victor Herbert Chargois, WIA 
18Sep1918). After several years of exhibiting his work in the foremost salons of the world he was appointed an associate of the prestigious R oyal Photographic 
Society of Great Britain in 1936. During WWII he was second-in-charge of 17 Battalion VDC in Cairns. He sold his studio at Cairns in 1947 and moved to 
M aroubra, Sydney. H e died in 1986.

Percy Stanislaus M cDonnell was born at Kensington, London, England on 13 November 1860. His family migrated to M elbourne in 1864 and Percy was 
schooled at St Patrick's College where he excelled at sport. He played for Australia touring England in 1880, 1882, 1884 and as captain in 1888. As at 1894 
he was the only Australian cricketer who had scored over a century on three occasions against England. His top score was 147. In 1894 he was a member of 
the Graziers Cricket Club in Queensland and captain of their number one team. In the match All England vs Queensland played at the Exhibition Grounds 
7-11 December 1894, the English team captained by Andrew Stoddart won by an innings and 274 runs. Percy M cDonnell had the highest second innings 
score but it was only 22, needless to say the rest of the players batted miserably. Percy died of cardiac failure at his South Brisbane home on 24 September 
1896, at the very young age of 35, and was buried at Toowong Cemetery.

Gerald Ulick Garvan was the son of thelate] ames Garvan and M rs M ary G.Garvan of Buyuma, BellevueH ill, Sydney. His father was at one time M inister for 
Justice and later Colonial Treasurer, also founder of Citizens' Life nsurance Coy that later became M utual Life & Citizens' Insurance Coy. Gerald wasin the 
Great Britain armed forces. He was awarded a M ilitary Cross (London Gazette 24 August 1917, Yeo, attd S. Lanc. R). His younger brother, Lt E.W.Garvan, 
twice M entioned in Despatches, was killed in action. Gerald had two brothers and six sisters, among them being a sister Claire who was awarded an OBE 
having been in charge of the Red Cross motor service in Sydney throughout the period of the war and demobilisation.

H arold Norman H order was born on 23 February 1894 at Surry Hills, Sydney, NSW. He attended school at Albion Street Superior Public School leaving in 
1907 to work at the Government Printing Office. Following in his brother's footsteps, a representative football player, H arold joined South Sydney Kinkora 
Junior Rugby League team. He represented Souths in the under-21 President's Cup in 1911 and 1912. In this year he also made his first-grade debut with the 
‘Rabbitohs' scoring a sensational length of the field try. 


H arold was a great attacking winger and a good goal kicker. H ehad great speed off the mark, could side-step off either foot and made dodging and swerving 
runs that would leave the opposition flabbergasted and bring great excitement to the spectators. He toured N ew Zealand with the NSW team in 1913 and 
was a member of the South Sydney premiership winning team in 1914 and 1918. H ealso served with the naval reserve during WWI. In the years 1913-1924 
he represented N SW against England five times, Queensland seven times and N ew Zealand five times. He went to England with the third Kangaroos side in 
1921-22, playing in all tests and with 35 tries and 11 goals he was the leading points-scorer on the tour. 


In 1920 Harold moved from South Sydney to join N orth Sydney and as captain was responsible for the team winning the premiership in 1921 and again in 
1922 as vice-captain. In 1924 he returned to South Sydney and in that year played two test matches against the touring England team. In 1925 he moved to 
Brisbane where he was captain-coach of the Coorparoo Club in 1925-1927 and represented Queensland against N ew Zealand in 1925. He suffered a knee 
injury in 1926 which would bring his football playing to an end by 1927. In 1928-30 he continued his involvement in the game as a referee. H arold then 
worked as a salesman until he retired in 1960 and died at South Brisbane on 21 August 1978. 


H arold H order is considered to be one of the greatest wingers in rugby league. In 1913, 1914 and 1917 he was the NSWREL top try-scorer, in 1913, 1914, 
1918 and 1922 he was the top point-scorer and up until 1973 his career tries of 152 was the record in the NSW Rugby Football League. In 2004 he was 
inducted into the Australian Rugby League H all of Fame at the Dally M Awards in Sydney and he was also named by Souths in their Dream Team of players 
between 1908 and 2004. In 2006 hewas named at winger in the N orth Sydney Bears' Team of the Century and in 2008 was selected as one of the 100 Greatest 
Players (1908-2007) commissioned by the NRL and ARL to celebrate the code's centenary year in Australia.

Sir William H erbert ‘Bill’ Northam CBE, was a prominent businessman and did not take up sailing until his late 40s. H e was successful in various sailing 
events, notably the Sayonara Cup in 1955 and 1956. H eset himself the challenge of competing in the Olympic Games and travelled to the United States, where 
he arranged for a naval architect to design and build him a yacht, which he named Barrenjoey after the Barrenjoey H ead Lighthouse near his Sydney home. 
He and his team qualified for the 1964 Summer Olympics in Tokyo, Japan, despite misgivings about N ortham's age, now 59. He marched in the opening 
ceremony with his son Rod, who was a reserve member of the rowing team. The Australian team competed in the 5.5 metre class, and ended up winning the 
gold medal. It was Australia's first Olympic gold for sailing, and Northam remains the oldest Australian to win an Olympic gold medal.

In October 1913 there was a 'Great Strike’ that affected all of N ew Zealand. It began on Wellington's wharves on 22 October 1913 and then spread, by 28th 
reaching Auckland. TheReform government planned to usetheArmy to intervene and occupy the wharves but then decided to use specially appointed civilian 
special constables. The first of these were signed up in November 1913 and in Auckland more than 1,900 were appointed, mainly from rural areas. 


Ludlow M aynard La Costa Fox Bartrop was one of those appointed as a Special M ounted Constable. He also served in WWI with the Auckland M ounted 
Rifles, service number 13/294. He embarked on 16 October 1914 to Egypt and then to Gallipoli where he was KIA on 8 August 1915 at age 41. He is 
commemorated at the Chunuk Bair (N ew Zealand) M emorial at Gallipoli, Turkey. He was the son of M ajor George Frederick and Julia Bartrop of Armidale, 
M elbourne, Victoria, Australia.

French Order of Palmes Academiques (Order of Academic Palms) on 18 February 1972 for services rendered to French culture: Mr Yelland made successful 
representations for the establishment of French schools at both primary and secondary levels in NSW and for the employment of the first French O rienteur 
Pedagogiquein Australia. H e also supported the sending of French teachers to the N oumea seminar and the filling of assistantship in France. When the French 
drama company, Treateau de Paris, visited N SW he arranged for the distribution of copies of the plays presented and for the attendance of school pupils at 
matinee performances. 


H edley Lawry Yelland was born in 1906 at Sydney. His father died before he was born and his mother died in 1911. He was raised at Bega by his German 


grandmother and two unmarried aunts. After completing primary school at Bega he attended Goulburn H igh School on a state bursary and after matriculating at 16 
he went to the University of Sydney on a teacher training scholarship. H e graduated in 1925 and in the following year completed a Diploma in Education. 
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In 1927 H edley started working with the N SW Education Department holding teaching positions at H urlstone Agricultural High School, H ay War M emorial 
High, N ewcastle High, then as administrator at Lismore High, deputy head of M urwillumbah High and then headmaster of his old school, Goulburn High. 
In 1950 he was promoted to secondary inspector and over the ensuing years he became director of secondary education and in 1969 the education member 
of the Public Service Board. 


The highlight of his career was being delegated by Dr (later Sir) H arold Wyndham the huge task of administering the Wyndham Scheme, set up in the early 
1950s, to review and recommend changes to the secondary education system in N SW. This was the scheme that ultimately would replace the leaving certificate, 
after five years of schooling, with the school certificate after four years and the higher school certificate after a further two years of schooling. The scheme also 
recommended a move towards large, comprehensive, co-educational high schools. As director of secondary education Yelland implemented the Wyndham 
Scheme changes into the classroom. H e believed selective schools were unnecessary but as a compromise to implementing the scheme, entrenched selective 
schools, such as Sydney High and Fort Street, were retained. 


W hile on the Public Service Board, H edley was involved in many aspects of government. H e also served as chairman of the Archives Authority of N SW, was 
appointed to the Sydney Opera H ouse Trust in 1969 helping to organise the opening of the O pera H ouse in 1973, was chairman of the Sydney Symphony 
Orchestra and was involved in the restoration of Vaucluse H ouse for the H istoric H ouses Trust. He co-authored and edited 'A Handbook of Literary Terms', 
a standard reference work in its field and in 1988, after his wife died, he wrote his memoirs titled, 'Grandma's Pistol: A Public Service Life’, to be published 
after his death. A copy of this manuscript is in the Sate Library of N SW. H edley Yelland died at home in Sydney in 2006 at the age of 100.

David Richard Davies, born at Ballarat, Victoria, commenced shooting in 1901, with the Victorian Railways Rifle Club, and proved to be one of the most 
consistent marksmen in Australia. In 1909 he won the Campbell match at the V.R.A. annual prize meeting, with a score of 49 at 600 yards, and finished third 
in the junior aggregate over 300, 500 and 600 yards, with scores of 47, 49, 49, which was only five points short of the possible. At the V.R.A. matches in 
1910 he was third in the M arshall match at 600 yards, with a possible 50, while in a teams match at 900 yards he registered 74 out of a possible 75. At the 
V.R.A. matches in 1912, he finished fourth in the King's, and won the Tasmanian 600 and 700 yards match. 


On 14 July 1915, at the age of 33 and stating that he was a clerk in the Stores Branch of the Railway Department and that he was a widower, he enlisted as 
a Private with the 39th Battalion. By the time he embarked on 20 October 1916 for overseas service he was a 2nd Lieutenant. H e served with the 39th until 
wounded in action at M essines in Belgium on 4 August 1917. He left to return to Australia on 12 M arch 1918 and was discharged on 1 October 1920 and 
placed on the Retired List as an H onorary Lieutenant. 


In the V.R.A. King's prize for 1924 he finished ninth, recording one of the only two possibles scored at 900 yards. After being selected by the VRA as its 
contribution to the Australian Team to Bisley, he was given a send off night by members of the M elbourne Cricket Club Rifle Club on Saturday 26 April. 
After his departure for Bisley he was elected vice-captain of this club. 


At Bisley, he won theAll Comers' Aggregate Challenge Cup of £250 and thereby became one of the Australian select few who have achieved this distinction, 
and registered the first outright success of the Australian team during the 1924 series. This cup was won previously in 1907 by Lieutenant G. Shaw and in 
1914 by C. Cross. The All Comers' Aggregate includes practically all the open events except the King's, the Prince of Wales and the St. George, and is thus 
a difficult prize to win. 


Lieutenant Davies was also a winner at the London & M iddlesex M eeting held prior to theN RA Bisley tournament. TheLondon & M iddlesex Rifle Association 
has its club within Bisley Camp.

M artin Peterson was boatswain of the steamer Dandenong and one of the four crew members who made two perilous journeys between the vessel and the 
rescue barque, Albert William, and saved many lives. O riginally some members of the Victorian H umane Society committee wanted to award gold medals to Mr 
Dykes, 2nd engineer and M artin Peterson, however, after much deliberation, it was decided that the bravery of all four crew should be equally acknowledged 
and each receive a silver medal. The silver medal recipients were John Dykes, 2nd engineer; M artin Alfred Peterson, boatswain; James Anderson, A.B.; and 
John Ekluyd, A.B. 


An account of the tragedy that resulted in the loss of the steamer Dandenong on M onday 11 September 1876 was reported at the time as follows. 


‘The N ewcastle barque, Albert William, from Wallaroo, arrived at N ewcastle early this morning, and created a profound sensation by reporting that the 
steamer Dandenong, from M elbourne to Sydney, had been lost off Cape Everard on M onday last. The barque had on board twenty-eight of the passengers 
and twelve of the crew of the unfortunate steamer, all the rest having been drowned. The chief officer of the Dandenong, who is amongst those saved, reports 
that the Dandenong left M elbourne at 5 p.m. on Friday last, cleared decks, and squared away for Sydney. On the following day she encountered nothing but 
steady airs and light weather, and there was every promise of the passage being a speedy and pleasant one. 


At 5 p.m., on Saturday, however, the wind suddenly shifted to the eastward, and rapidly gained force, until it blew a terrific gale. At 2 p.m. on Sunday, land, 
supposed to be Cape Everard, was in sight. All day on Sunday there were terrible trying times, and all hands were directed exclusively assisting in whatever 
measures were practicable for the safety of the ship. At 1 a.m. on M onday the 11th, the engineer reported that the engines had broken down, and the captain 
immediately hauled his ship off shore as well as he could. On the failure of the engines becoming Known, the passengers appeared to be fully alive to their 
awful position, but still order prevailed. It was soon found that the shaft had broken completely in two, and a portion of it falling had knocked a large hole 
in the bottom of the vessel. The ship at once commenced to take much water; and her after-compartment was rapidly filled. The result was that she was still 
more at the mercy of the seas, which washed over her and threatened every moment to complete the dreadful work of destruction. 


The crew and passengers all this time, amidst great difficulties, were working like horses at the pumps, vainly trying to keep the water down. But finding this 
was impossible, and the water rapidly gaining, orders were given to open the fore and main hatches and throw over cargo, in order if possible to lighten the 
ship. An attempt was also made to stop the hole with beds and mattresses, but the water had gained so far that it was impossible to do so, and it was evident 
that the unfortunate Dandenong was gradually settling down, with no earthly hope for her passengers and crew, the sea being so terrible that the idea of a 
boat living in it was hardly considered. 
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At two p. m. on M onday a sail was discovered on the port bow, and the Dandenong at once made signals of distress, and headed for the vessel, which, after 
an anxious time, altered her course to meet the disabled and sinking steamer. The vessel turned out to be the Albert William, from Wallaroo to N ewcastle, 
and amidst the hearty thanksgiving of the passengers she ran alongside the steamer, and appeared even in that dreadful sea to be a haven of safety for those 
on board the Dandenong. A line was thrown from the port bow of the barque to the steamer; but the captain of the barque being afraid of destroying both 
vessels if he approached too close to the steamer, those on board the Dandenong who were on the look-out missed the rope. 


The boats of the Dandenong were then lowered, although there was a frightful sea running. By dint of enormous exertions 28 passengers and 12 of the crew 
were saved. Seventeen persons were drowned in transhipping to the barque, and darkness coming on the barque could not stand by any longer, leaving forty 
passengers and crew on thewreck. The Dandenong lights suddenly disappeared between eight and nineo'clock on M onday night, at which timesheis supposed 
to have foundered. There was only one good boat available on board the Dandenong at that time. When daylight came nothing could be seen of the steamer, 
and the barque squared away at 8 in the morning. T here was only one boat and it made two trips. The passengers and crew saved from the Dandenong look 
in a deplorable condition. Hundreds of people, assembled on the wharf to witness their landing. A deputation has just waited on the M ayor, asking him to 
call, a public meeting to afford relief to the sufferers.

Reports at the time stated that the newly established punt at Paringa, two miles below Renmark, was the scene of a disaster on 27 October. Mr. R. Smales, 
assisted by M essrs August Greatz, K. Bolt, Ullrich, and Hall, was crossing a mob of horses, purchased at the Kapunda sale. Two trips had been successfully 
made, but during the last, in the dusk of the evening, the horses, 17 in number, became restive, and in the attempt to keep them in hand, H all was knocked 
overboard. Allen Christopher 'Kit' Bolt jumped into the middle of the crushing, swirling river (and it does swirl in flood time at Paringa), coat, boots and all, 
to save young Hall from drowning. H e supported H all in the water until picked up by M r Proudfoot and M r Rogers, who reached them just in time with their 
boat to save rescuer and rescued from a watery grave. 


During the commotion Greatz was seen to make a clean dive overboard, which was the last seen of him. His body was found in a billabong a few days later. 
All the horses were thrown out of the punt, which broke from the cross chain, and seven were drowned. Smales and Ullrich stuck to the punt, and were taken 
off by Proudfoot. H all would certainly have lost his life but for Bolt's courage. The accident happened in midstream. The river at Paringa is now some 600 
yards wide, and just at the crossing there is a particularly swift, swirling current. 


Mr Pitt, the chairman of the punt trustees indicated that an account of Mr Bolt's action had been forwarded to the authorities. Mr Bolt is a fine type of the 
Australian bushman, and would doubtless disclaim, any pretensions to heroism; but there are occasions when the public havea right to demand that a man's 
native modesty be overborne. And this is one of them.

Ann Wright, a servant, was tried at the Old Bailey in London on 26 M ay 1784 for stealing clothing, medals and coins. The court was told, 'the devil was 
very busy in her, she was in liquor’. She was found guilty and sentenced to 7 years transportation to America. Due to the American R evolutionary War, Ann's 
destination for transportation was altered at the February Sessions of M iddlesex in 1785 to Africa. H owever, this destination was decided to be not satisfactory 
so it was decided to send her to Botany Bay with the first fleet due to depart from Portsmouth, England on the Lady Penrhyn on 13 M ay 1787. 


M any of the female convicts from N ewgate, the main London prison, weresent to the Lady Penrhyn in J anuary 1787 with Ann being transferred on 6 J anuary. 
The ship then sailed to M otherbank, Isle of Wight arriving on 10 February. H eavy weather delayed the fleet assembling and it was a further two months 
before the fleet was ready to depart. During this waiting period there was fever on board the Lady Penrhyn and its only victim was Ann Wright at age 33. The 
Captain's log recorded as follows, 'Wednesday 4th April 1787 Winds variable. Departed this life Ann Wright, convict. Committed the body to the deep with 
the usual Ceremony.’ Subsequently the first fleet departed on 13 M ay 1787. 


There is no provenance accompanying this token other than one of the coins that she was accused of stealing was an engraved halfpenny. During her time in 
N ewgate Prison, which includes time in the year 1786, it is quite feasible that she could have had a similar piece produced and given to a loved one prior to 
her transfer in early January 1787.

Hugh Taylor was a politician who was born at Parramatta on 19 M arch 1823. He cultivated an image as 'the poor man's friend’. In 1872 he was elected 
as the M ember for Parramatta but due to the vicious sectarian violence of one of his opponents, a Protestant, Taylor, a Roman Catholic, decided to resign. 
H owever, he won the subsequent by-election and went on to be the elected representative for many years. In the H ouse of Assembly he was a staunch ally of 
(Sir) Henry Parkes and in fact acted as best man at Henry's third marriage. He died on 13 December 1897 and is buried in the family vault in the Catholic 
section of Parramatta Cemetery.

Awarded Lloyd's Patriotic Sword for H is Gallant Conduct O pposing Landung of French Forces at Dominica 1805

First: Lloyds Patriotic Fund Sword, 31 1/2 inch hollow-ground blued and gilt blade etched design of flowers, foliage, trophies, 
figures of Britannia and of Victory, arms and cypher of Georgelll and the presentation inscription, ‘From The Patriotic Fund At 
Lloyds To Captain M auriceChas. O'Connell Of/T he 1st West India Regt For His Gallant Conduct O pposing TheLanding Of 
The French/Forces At Dominica On 22nd Feby. 1805.', recorded in The London Gazette Of 7th M ay’, stirrup hilt of ormolu,

It is of interest to note that this document records that O'Connell was presented 
with a £50 sword and a piece of plate of the value of one hundred pounds for 'O pposing the Landing of the French Forces 
at Dominica on 22nd Feby 1805'. Thenormal award was a sword or a piece of plate, NOT BOTH.

Sir M aurice Charles O'Connell, the elder (1768-1848) commander of forces and lieutenant-governor of N ew South Wales, was born in County Kerry, Ireland. 
H e studied in Paris for the Roman Catholic priesthood while under the patronage of a relative, General Count Daniel O'Connell of the Irish Brigade serving 
in the French Army. He left this calling when his father arranged for his entry to a military school. In 1792 he was appointed a captain in the French emigre 
forces serving on the French frontier under the Duke of Brunswick. Then in October 1794, after the reconstitution of the Irish Brigade in the British Army, he 
was appointed captain in Count Daniel O'Connell's 4th Regiment. Approximately six years later he was appointed captain in the 1st West India Regiment, 
and saw service in Surinam, Grenada and Dominica. In January 1805 he was appointed brevet major and transferred to the 5th Regiment for service in the 
West Indies distinguishing himself at Roseau in Dominica in February 1805 when it was unsuccessfully attacked by greatly superior French forces. The H ouse 
of Assembly thanked him for this distinguished service and made a presentation of a sword valued at one hundred guineas. 


The committee of the Lloyds Patriotic Fund also expressed its appreciation by giving him a sword valued at fifty pounds and a plate valued at one hundred 
guineas. The Lloyd's Patriotic Fund had been established about three years earlier as a national subscription to receive funds from every level of society both 
in Great Britain and its colonies. The basic aim of the fund was to help the wounded and the dependants of those who died on war service however it also 
made presentation awards such as swords and silver vases to those officers whose courage, skill and seamanship had made victories possible. The swords 
fell into three categories, £30 swords, £50 swords, £100 swords and Trafalgar swords being a variation of the £100 design. After 1809 presentation awards 
ceased when the heavy toll of casualties meant that all available funds were being used to assist the wounded and dependants. During the short period of the 
awards, a total of sixty silver vases and one hundred and fifty presentation swords were awarded. 


In 1806 O'Connell transferred to the 73rd Regiment attaining the rank of lieutenant colonel in M ay 1809. Shortly after, in December 1809, the 1st Battalion 
of the 73rd Regiment under the command of Lieutenant Colonel O'Connell arrived at Port Jackson in Sydney accompanying Governor Lachlan M acquarie. 
The next month Lieutenant Colonel O'Connell was commissioned lieutenant-governor. Almost immediately, O'Connell began courting M ary Putland, the 
widow of Lieutenant Putland and daughter of the despised former Governor William Bligh. After a short courtship, and despite Bligh refusing to endorse 
O'Connell's request to marry his daughter, the couple were married at Government H ouse on 8 M ay 1810 and Bligh sailed for England four days later. Prior 
to the marriage, M acquarie had granted O'Connell 2,500 acres near Windsor. Henamed this property Riverston, and today it is the suburb of Riverstone. In 
the month after the wedding he also granted the new Mrs O'Connell 1,055 acres in the district of Evan which adjoined acreage she had already received at 
Frogmore from Governor King. She was now quite well-off, owning 3,000 acres, 7,000 head of cattle and an income of £400 per annum. 


During Governor M acquarie's absence in Tasmania in the latter part of 1812 O'Connell administered government in N ew South Wales. As well as being the 
second-ranking officer in the Colony of N ew South Wales, O'Connell held down several other important positions. In M ay 1810 he was appointed trustee 
of the Female Orphan Institution and in August of the same year was steward of the racecourse. Other appointments include President of the Philanthropic 
Society in January 1814. By now, Mrs O'Connell's resentment against those who had ousted her father was causing considerable problems and embarrassment 
because she exercised great influence over her husband. Governor M acquarie determined the best course of action was to remove the problem so he arranged 
for the 73rd Regiment to be relieved and transferred it to Ceylon. O'Connell sailed with his regiment in M arch 1814 subsequently leading it in the war against 
the King of Kandy in 1815 and put down an uprising of the Kandians in 1817. In August 1819 he was promoted to colonel and in 1821 the regiment was 
recalled to Ireland. In July 1830 he was promoted to the rank of major general and in 1835 was knighted, being appointed K night Commander of the Royal 
Guelphic Order (M ilitary). 


In December 1838 he returned to Sydney as the commander of forces in New South Wales with his son, Captain M aurice Charles O'Connell of the 73rd 
Regiment, as his military secretary. On arrival he was appointed to the Executive and Legislative Councils being the senior member and successor to the 
governorship. Less than a year later, in August 1839, Lady O'Connell once again created difficulties when she persuaded her husband to lodge several claims 
on behalf of the heirs to land granted to former Governor Admiral William Bligh including onefor 105 acres at Parramatta that included the sites of TheKing's 
School, The Female Factory, the Roman Catholic school and chapel, and many houses. In February 1841 a settlement was reached whereby the daughter of 
Bligh surrendered her claim to the land at Parramatta but she and her husband were granted titles to other properties one of which was Camperdown, thesite 
of the present suburb. N ot long after they sold this for £25,000. 


The O'Connells lived and entertained in lavish style at Tarmons, a two-story villa, on the site of the present-day St Vincents College in Victoria Street, Potts 
Point. In November 1841 O'Connell was appointed lieutenant general, in December 1842 appointed colonel of the 81st regiment and in J anuary 1844 colonel 
of the 80th Regiment. In 1843-44 he was a nominated member of the partly-elected Legislative Council and in 1844 his name was at the top of the list of 
nineteen persons nominated for a colonial order of merit. When Governor George Gipps left office on 11 July 1846, Sir M aurice O'Connell was acting- 
governor of N ew South Wales from 12 July to 2 August until the arrival of Governor Charles Fitzroy who took over on 3 August. In 1847 he was succeeded 
as commander of the forces in N ew South Wales by M ajor General Edward Buckley Wynyard. 


Sir M aurice was about to leave for England when he died suddenly at Darlinghurst on 25 M ay 1848. He was given a full military funeral. It was reported 
that, despite the inclemency of the weather, thousands on thousands attended the melancholy procession with guns firing from Fort Phillip at Benelong Point 
as the cortege of 150 carriages wended its way from Tarmons to the service held at St James' Church, which still stands today at the northern exit of St J ames 
train station. After the service the general's body was delivered to the Burial Ground in George Street. His wifeM ary then left the colony returning to England 
where she lived at Gloucester until her death on 10 December 1864, aged 81.T here is a memorial to the general at St James' Church. 


O'Connell, M aurice Charles, | know that my redeemer liveth and that he shall stand at the latter day upon the earth. Job. X!1X .24 Sacred to the memory of 
Lieut.

H eis also commemorated with Sydney's O'Connell Street having been named in his honour. Sir M aurice's son, Sir M aurice Charles O'Connell, the younger 
(1812-1879) was born at Sydney in 1812. After a distinguished military career during which he fought with the British Legion in Spain and was created a 
knight in several Spanish orders, he went on to become prominent in Queensland politics. He was commandant of the local forces and on four occasions was 
acting-governor of Queensland. H ewas knighted in 1868. Thereisa monument to his memory at Toowong in Queensland. O'Connelitown, now absorbed into 
the larger adjoining suburb of Windsor, about three kilometres from Brisbane, was named in his honour. He left no male heir to carry on the family name. 


Individual oil on canvas portraits of Sir M auriceO'Connell and his wifeLady M ary O'Connell are held by theN ational Library. Sir M aurice's portrait features 
him in uniform wearing the breast badge of Knight Commander of the Royal Guelphic Order (M ilitary). In his right arm he is holding his regimental shako 
with its elaborate display of egret plumes and his left hand is resting on the General Officer's Sword offered here at item three.

Captain William Radcliffe, born 1831, was the first unit commander of the Carlton Rifles in 1860. In December the same year he won the Governor Barkly 
prize at an intercompany rifle shooting competition. When the Victorian Rifle Association held its first shooting match at Emerald Hill (South M elbourne) 
in 1861 he won the gold medal against the thirty best Victorian Volunteers. H e was unit commander of the Carlton Rifles as a major 1870-1874. William 
Radcliffe died in Christchurch, N ew Zealand on 3 M arch 1879. 


William Edwards, a manufacturing gold and silversmith by descent, was born in England and arrived in Australia aboard the ‘Blanche M oore’ in July 1857. 
H eis first listed in the business directories at 129 Collins Street, M elbournein 1859. He exhibited at the International Exhibition M elbourne of 1861 and the 
International Colonial Exhibition M elbournein 1866, went into partnership with Alexander K aul in 1873, opening retail premises as Edwards & Kaul, 1874 
to c1890, and manufacturing premises at 5 Collins Street West in 1876.

This medal published and illustrated on page 18 of 'The Target Rifle in 
Australia 1860-1900' by ].E.Corcoran, Sydney 1975. 


On 25 December 1844 it was announced that the first Annual M atch of Sydney Rifle Club for a prize of a rifle would be fired on 1 January 1845 at the club 
at Red H ouse Farm, Five Dock. At the next annual match held on 1 January 1846 the first prize was once again a rifle, the second prize was a silver medal 
and third prize was a silver-mounted snuff box. This was the earliest known beginnings of the rifle club movement in Australia. Then at the competition fired 
for on 5 April 1847 at the shooting grounds behind the new military barracks at Paddington there were three medals awarded on the day and about thirty 
members of the club competed for the prize medals on offer. 


According to the rules, every member was entitled to three shots for the first prize, being a silver medal value £3 5s. After a keen contest M r. John Anderson, 
publican, of Penrith, was declared the winner, his three shots collectively being within seven and a half inches of the centre. Although the shooting for the first 
prize was good, that for the second prize (a silver medal value £2 5s) was better with M r. John Carmichael, baker, York-street, having put in three balls, of 
which the distance from the centre taken collectively was only six and five-eighth inches. The third prize, being a medal value £1 5s, was won by Mr. William 
Aikenhead, publican, of the Emu Inn, corner of George and Bathurst-street. M embers of the club, on their return to Sydney, assembled and dined in the Emu 
Inn. 


The medals, which were manufactured by M r. John Forrester, jeweller and watchmaker of George-street, were neat specimens of art, reflecting great credit on 
the workman. In ‘Shooting Awards and Prize M edals to Australian M ilitary Forces' by John O'Connor, Sydney 2002, p102-3, reference is made to the medal 
discs being made from Spanish eight reales. Accordingly, this medal is of great significance as an example of early colonial medal making and of great rarity 
as one of the earliest known rifle club medals.

A cousin of Demetrios II, Antigonos surnamed Doson, undertook the 
government of the country, initially as regent, and later, in recognition of 
his successes, aS king.

Greece, and placed a large part of Caria in Asia M inor under M acedonian 
control. His greatest success however consisted in obliging the Achaians to 
enter into an alliance with him, surrender Acrocorinth, and collaborate with 
him in organizing a Symmachy (alliance), in which participated the Epirotes, 
Phokians, Boiotians, AKarnanians, Thessalians, Achaians and M acedonians 
(224 BC). In 222 BC at the battle of Sellasia, as 'hegemon' (leader) of the 
Symmachy, Antigonos defeated the reformist Spartan king K leomenes III, thus 
securing the ascendancy of the M acedonian kingdom over southern Greece. 
H edied in 221 BC, leaving the M acedonian throneto the seventeen-year-old 
Philip V, who had to confront the invasions of the Illyrians.

The career of M arcus Junius Brutus generally parallels that of his fellow 
conspirator Cassius. He was a pardoned Pompeian and was shown special 
favour by Caesar, who appointed him governor of CisalpineG aul in 46 B.C. 
and urban praetor two years later. H ewas ringleader in Caesar's assassination 
and fled Rome. He spurned the province legally granted him and instead 
occupied Greece, where he proceeded to assemble troops and raise money. 
The Senate legalised his actions in February of 43 B.C. by voting him the 
command of Illyria, M acedonia and Achaea. Though allied with Cassius, 
he campaigned separately in order to maximize the revenues available to the 
R epublican cause.

Robert 
Cooper Ready (1811-1901), a modeler and sealmaker, was hired by the 
British M useum in 1859 to make copies of its coins, medals and seals, using 
the new technique of electrotyping.

Carl Wilhelm Becker (1772-1830) was one of the most prolific and 
accomplished counterfeiters of the 19th century. As early as 1806 he was 
engaged in the practice of manufacturing false coins. Becker's death in April 
1830 left his family with little money and a quantity of forged coin dies. 
From these dies, sets of coins were struck in a lead-tin alloy (actually a poor 
quality pewter) and sold to collectors and institutions. At some point Becker's 
family sold the dies to the Saalfeld M useum, from whence they finally were 
given to the K aiser-Friedrich M useum in Berlin in 1911.

This and several other lots in this sale come from a small collection of 
medals, some copied from genuine coins by Giovanni Cavino (The Paduan) 
an Italian medallist, contemporary with Benevenuto Cellini, who was born 
at Padua in 1499 or 1500. Little is known of his life and his medals were 
probably made at Padua where he resided until his death in 1570. He was 
aided by his son Vincenzo who probably continued to use his dies after his 
death. H eis best known for his numerous imitations of Roman large-brass 
coins and medallions which are known as "Paduans". One hundred and 
twenty two of his dies are preserved at the Bibliotheque N ationale in Paris. 
H owever the great majority of the number of medals that survive today 
and called "Paduans" are cast from moulds from these original die struck 
medals. Some of the examples described below are so good that they are 
barely distinguishable from genuine ancient sestertii that were used as the 
models for these medals. All of Cavinos original strikings are very rare, the 
cast medallic issues are relatively common.

The A has been interpreted as either a denomination mark (four assaria) or, 
more likely, a date ie. a year four of the Actian era (28-27 B.C.).

Troxell ascribes Series 2 to the time of Brutus and this piece is described, 
by type to series 6 which Troxell believes is around 28 - 18 B.C. However 
the arguments for closely defining this whole series are very tentative. They 
are, nonetheless, clearly of the imperatorial period. Two denarii of Brutus 
are closely connected to this coin, Crawford 503/1 uses an exactly similar 
head of Apollo as obverse type, and Crawford 501/1 shows a lyre and a 
filleted branch on reverse, like the Lycian hemidrachm. After conquering 
Lycia, then, Brutus struck there not only Lycian League hemidrachms like 
our coin, but also Roman denarii using the same or similar coin types and 
in one case the same engravers.

T his issue belongs to the large issue of coinage in the final year of Ariobarzanes 
III's reign. Simonetta notes that the legends on these are often blundered 
(as on this coin), with many letters ligate. The size of the issue, combined 
with these blundered legends, leads one to believe that the issue was one of 
expediency and probably military-related or needed for some indemnity. 


Ariobarzanes II| had many connections to Rome. He was patronized by 
Cicero and sided with Pompey against C aesar. N evertheless, Caesar forgave 
him in the aftermath, and even helped him fight Pharnaces II, king of Pontos. 
In 42 BC, Cassius, oneC aesar's assassins, ordered his death. It is believed that 
he may have been the grandson of M ithradates V1, as his father, Ariobarzanes 
Il, was probably betrothed to the Pontic king's daughter when Ariobarzanes 
| and M ithradates were reconciled after the Second M ithradatic War. Such 
would explain the symbolizm on the reverse; the crescent moon surmounted 
by a star is a classic Pontic symbol.

W hile previously attributed to a M acedonian mint with a portrait of Brutus 
(Friedlander) or Caesar (Grant), RPC presented a casefor a Cilician or Syrian 
Origin, supported by find data, and a portrait of Octavian(?), although the 
portrait is quite different than those of O ctavian from other mints. Issues of 
similar portrait style, perhaps by the same die-cutter includes the Princeps 
Felix coinage, RPC | 4082-3, from Cilicia. CNG and the RPC supplement 
now attribute this type to Sosius. 


Lysanias was the ruler of the Kingdom centred on Chalkis in Coele-Syria; 
a district of southern Syria with Phoenicia to the west and Palestine to the 
south. His father Ptolemy ruled Chalkis from 80 to 40 BC. Lysanias ruled 
from 40 to 36 BC and was put to death by Antony and the Kingdom given 
to Cleopatra. Despite this the kingdom was restored to his son Zenodoros 30 
-20B.C., following the defeat of Antony & Cleopatra, although he, in turn, 
subsequently lost part of his kingdom to Herod the Great in 24 B.C. 


Both sets of Cilician or Syrian issues portray Sosius, aleading general of M ark 
Antony. Sosius was Q uaestor (symbolized on this coinage with aQ and the 
symbols of the office) in 39 B.C. The island of Zacynthus (Pelopponesus), 
a fleet station of Antony's, issued coins in the name of C SOSIVS Q (RPC 
1290) etc. The first of these issues coincides with dating of this coin. N ote 
that both include the title Q. 


According to the Treaty of Brundisium, Antony and Octavian agreed that 
when neither of them was consul, one of each of their supporters would 
be Consul Designate. Sosius became Consul Designate for 32 BC. He was 
governor of Syria in 38 BC. Antony supported H erod the Great against his 
rival Antigonus. Sosius commanded the Roman forces in support of H erod's 
claim, as noted by J osephus. Sosius captured theisland and town of Arausin 
38 BC and Jerusalem in J uly of 37 BC, for which he was celebrated Imperator. 
Josephus notes that he was about to allow thesoldiers to loot the fallen city 
and slaughter its inhabitants, when H erod intervened. H erod shrewdly asked, 
if the Romans, by emptying the city of money and men, had a mind to leave 
him to become king of a desert? H erod paid the troops a donative instead. 
O fficers received a larger gift. Sosius himself received a most royal bounty. 
Sosius gave the defeated king the feminine name Antigona. H e imprisoned 
him for execution by Antony later. 


In 36 B.C., Sosius assisted Octavian and Agrippa against Sextus Pompey 
and afterward probably stayed in Rome, where he celebrated a triumph in 
34 B.C. He was consul along with Domitianus Ahenobarbus in 32 B.C. 
During his consulship, he rebuilt the Temple of Apollo, which had been 
constructed in 431 B.C. He introduced a measure in the Senate to censure 
Octavian, but this was vetoed by a tribune. H efled Octavian and Rome with 
some 300 senators. At Actium in 31 BC, Sosius commanded the left wing 
of Antony's naval forces. This wing of heavy ships entered the battle first, 
but was overwhelmed by the smaller, faster ships of Agrippa, commander of 
O ctavian's fleet. M eanwhile, Cleopatra, then Antony's lover escaped through 
the opening created by the movement. Sosius fought on, surrendered and 
was amazingly spared by Octavian.

The tragic love story of Mark Antony and Cleopatra has been told and 
retold since antiquity from Plutarch through Shakespeare to H ollywood. The 
suicides of Antony and Cleopatra in August, 30 B.C. brought an end not only 
to the Ptolemaic Dynasty in Egypt, but to the entire H ellenistic age. In spite 
of their fame, few coins depicting the portraits of both Antony and Cleopatra 
were struck, and bronze coins like the current example from Chalkis are 
similar to the excessively rare silver tetradrachms struck in Antioch. Engraved 
during Cleopatra's lifetime under joint authority with Antony, this coin gives 
us a representation of how they actually appeared.

Orthosia is a coastal town about 8 miles north-east of Tripolis and was 
bequeathed to Cleopatra by M arc Antony. It needs to be remembered that 
when thesenatorial party of Brutus and Cassius was defeated by Antony and 
Octavian, the victors agreed that Octavian should have Italy and the west 
and Antony the governance of Rome's eastern empire. Antony proceeded 
to Asia M inor to be welcomed with all ceremony and flattery by the Greek 
cities of the coast; Ephesus hailed him as the new Dionysus. 


It would be recalled that Antony became infatuated with Cleopatra and 
at the time was married to Fulvia, who while Antony was in Greece, had 
with Antony's brother, Lucius raised a revolt against Octavian. This revolt 
failed and Fulvia went to Athens where she died soon after. Antony sought 
to make peace with Octavian and as part of such a gesture, married his 
sister Octavia. Antony and Octavia lived together for three years before he 
returned to Syria to launch a campaign against the Parthians. H e was short 
of money and asked Cleopatra to help. Her price was that he marry her 
and in so doing help her domestic quest for power over her brother. Antony 
agreed and while the marriage was performed according to Egyptian rites, 
it was not recognised in Rome as being legal. Antony was later to file for 
divorce against Octavia (in M ay 32 B.C.), but as part of a dowry Antony 
gave Cleopatra the territories of Cilicia, Coele Syria, Transjordan and the 
Jericho Valley. Cleopatra also wanted Judea but Antony would not agree, 
as it was Roman policy to maintain Judea as an independent kingdom, a 
frontier fortress against the Parthians. Besides, King Herod was a personal 
friend whom he had helped to place on the throne in Jerusalem, and he 
knew Cleopatra hated Herod and would dispose of him. These territories 
that comprised the dowry, along with Palestine, had belonged to Egypt and 
become part of the Seleucid kingdom only to be captured by Pompey the 
Great such that Syria was now a Roman province.

Dr. Carr comments : "This is a fascinating and enigmatic coin produced 
from barbarous mixed dies. Clearly a struck piece in silver that, in theory, 
could not have been produced from the original dies as these dies are 4 years 
apart. Thedies are of fine style. The original obverse, of course, is that from 
a coin of Cassius and is associated with the meeting of Cassius and Brutus 
at Smyrna. The original die was struck by Lentulus Spinther, the infamous 
assassin's lieutenant. The original reverse is thought to have been struck in 
46 B.C., to pay Caesar's troops after the battle of Thapsus - 6th April 46 
B.C. Sear suggests the Caesar pieces were struck at Utica, Africa. 


H ybrid coins with what at first glance may seem improbable combinations, 
are known to exist. Harlan Berk in his 134th Buy or Bid Sale lists a hybrid 
of M ark Antony and Augustus, struck from dies that are from types thought 
to be separated by some 20 years and from different mints. Again the silver 
is good and the strike appears to be genuine. If this Cassius/Caesar coin is 
an ancient forgery, then the fine style might suggest the coin was produced 
in Gaul or perhaps N orthern Italy. It has also been suggested the piece might 
have been pre-Augustan or early in the time of Augustus when monetary 
supply was slightly problematic. 


To have a coin that is a mixture of a reference to Caesar and one of his 
assassins, is clearly a fascinating piece! There is also much emerging in the 
field to suggest that contemporary ‘forgeries’ were motivated by either an 
attempt to deceive, such as plated and debased coins, or simply to supplement 
official coinage that was locally in short supply. It is argued by some (see 
Warren Esty website) that regional governors, local army commanders 
and/or rich local persons may have struck coinage as the government failed 
to send adequate supply. This coin is clearly an enigma struck in silver of 
high fineness” .

It was struck by Caesar's travelling military mint, 
to pay his soldiers after the famous crossing of the Rubicon, which was 
also not authorized by the Senate. Circulation of the coinage was facilitated 
more by the crisis precipitated by Caesar's advance upon Rome than by his 
popularity, and made necessary because the Pompeians abandoned the city 
and its mint as his legions approached. Since the coinage was supported by 
nothing more than his name (and of course his military power) it is likely 
that the design was approved by Caesar personally.

It is thought to be a contemporary forgery ie., at the time of Brutus. The 
coin was definitely a struck coin and not cast and has the weight and silver 
composition of other military pieces of the time of Brutus. M apping shows 
the same alignment of the coin's obverse as a specimen recorded in Foss' 
book with the prominent epiglottis and thinner neck. This specimen is not 
from any dies noted by Cahn. Thereverse has an interesting map in as much 
as the dagger on the right is slightly higher than that on the left which is 
unlike almost all illustrated by Cahn. It needs to be remembered that other 
military issue coins of the time show the work of some apprentice engravers 
with mistakes and variations in the dies. The coin was sold to Dr. Carr by 
its original owner as genuine. 


Communication between the original seller and the agent for the coin states;

The piece definitely looks ancient, but | wonder whether it might 
be some type of 'contemporary forgery' struck unofficially in Imperatorial 
times in imitation of the regular issue. The rather caricaturish-nature of 
the features look to be somewhat more reminiscent of some of the early 
triumviral portraits of Antony and Octavian, so perhaps the coin may have 
been produced in the West by Republican sympathizers.’ 


The'Eid M ar’ denarius, one of the most famous rarities of all ancient coins, 
was struck in the summer of 42 BC at a mint moving with Brutus's army in 
Greece. The date (Eid[ibus] M ar[tiis]) takes on the character of a symbolic 
watchword, while the pileus represents liberty regained and the daggers are 
the messengers of the deed. A recent genuine example realised 400,000 SFr 
hammer at auction.

Either side of the shield 
are laurel trees which by Senate decree he was allowed to have growing 
outside his door in honour of Apollo, the god whom he regarded as the 
patron of his victory at Actium. Above and below the abbreviated form of 
the emperor's new name, CAESAR AVGVSTVS.

This was struck after Agrippa's death by Caligula. Agrippa was the 
grandfather of Caligula. Agrippa was a lifelong friend and supporter of 
Octavian and a talented military strategist. He was the architect of victories 
over Sextus Pompey at N aulochus in 36 B.C., and over M ark Antony and 
Cleopatra at Actium five years later. He married Augustus’ daughter Julia 
with whom hehad three sons (Gaius, Lucius Caesar and Agrippa Postumus) 
and two daughters (Julia and Agrippina Senior). Through Agrippina the 
emperors Caligula and N ero were descended from him. H edied from illness 
in 12 B.C. at the age of 51. 


It has been written of Agrippa that 'he is the supreme example in history of 
a man of the first order whom loyalty constrained to take the second place’. 
Neptune, lord of the sea, was a moody and violent god. He was called 
the Earthshaker, for when he struck the ground with his trident, the earth 
trembled and split open. When he struck the sea, waves rose mountain high 
and the winds howled, wrecking ships and drowning those who lived on 
the shores. But when he was in a calm mood, he would stretch out his hand 
and still the sea and raise new lands out of the water.

On April 2nd or 3rd A.D. 68, Galba was hailed imperator by Spanish 
legions at Carthago N ova. Refusing to accept the title, he acted as legatus 
of the Senate and Roman people. Galba was openly supportive of the 
revolt of Vindex who also had the support of the Arverni and Remi among 
other of the Gallic tribes. At Vesontio in M ay of that year, the rival armies 
of Verginius and Vindex clashed, resulting in the death of Vindex and the 
utter destruction of his army. Shaken at the failure of Vindex, Galba stated 
publicly that he would not attempt to seize the empire. In the middle of 
June, Galba was appointed princeps by the Senate upon the death of Nero. 
One of Galba's main motivations for supporting Vindex's revolt had been 
the role of the Senate in restoring constitutional freedom. Thus the reason 
for the Libertas Restituta type.

One of the greatest generals of his age, N iceohorus Phocas led the Armada 
that reclaimed Cretefor Byzantium after 130 years of Arab rule. H efollowed 
up by annexing Cyprus and capturing Aleppo. These stupendous victories 
led the army, following the death of Romanus II in March AD 963, to 
acclaim Nicephorus as Emperor. Returning to Constantinople, he married 
Theophano, the widow of RomanusII, and proclaimed himself protector of 
her two young sons Basil Il and Constantine VIII, who became subordinate 
Emperors. N icephorus continued the offensive against the Caliphate, which 
fell back on all fronts before the disciplined Byzantine forces. Theophano, 
however, found him physically repulsive, remote and austere, and sought 
refugein thearms of a dashing soldier, | ohn T zimisces. Together they plotted 
and carried out the murder of N icephorusin December of AD 969. It isduring 
this reign that the term "solidus" is replaced by "histamenon nomisma" as 
a name for the standard Byzantine gold coin.

The reverse die shows a breaking up and a similar 
example with the same degree of die-breaking occurs on Plate X X No.1q 
in RN 1956. H erzfelder in his extensive study on this coinage knew of only 
19 examples of this coin from these dies of which 9 were from the same 
state of die deterioration. The two additional examples from the Randazzo 
Hoard makes 21 known pieces (H erzfelder lists the references of all the 
known examples). M any of the examples known are in public collections. 
For all dies H erzfelder was only able to find 46 coins of this type together 
with the four from Randazzo make only 50 surviving examples today.

Originally founded during the Peloponnesian Wars in 432/1 BC the 
Chalkidian league was a defensive coalition of cities. It adopted a progressive 
constitution on the initiative of its leading state, Olynthos. The league was 
predominantly a federal state with sovereign powers and a federal coinage 
and adopted Apollo and the lyre as its symbols. The League became very 
powerful in the 4th century and won control of certain cities from the 
weaker M acedonian kings such as Amyntas II|. The League dissolved when 
its principal city fell to Philip Il in 348 B.C. The power of the league is 
reflected in its coinage, which was the most important in the M acedonian 
area during the first half of the 4th century BC. The modern excavations 
of the site are particularly important both for the history of a Greek city 
planning and the coin finds that are vital for the chronology of many issues 
of the 4th century B.C.

James Francis 'Frank' Hurley (1885-1962) was an Antarctic explorer, 
adventurer, pioneer, photographer, film maker and aviator. He was born in 
Glebe, Sydney in October 1890. Buying his first camera at the age of 15 he 
was a partner in a photography and postcard business by thetimehe was 30, 
already displaying in his photographs the daring, imagination and originality 
for which hewas to become famous. H e accompanied Sir Douglas M awson 
on the 1911-14 Austrlasian Antarctic Expedition and sledged to the South 
M agnetic Pole. H ealso served with the Shackleton Imperial Trans-Antarctic 
Expedition of 1914-17. 


Later in 1917 hejoined theA.|.F. overseas as offical war photographer where 
he pioneered the then infant art of colour photography. His colour plates 
of the first world war are believed to be unique. In the post war years he 
travelled extensively in Australia and N ew Guinea with his camera and in 
1924 published the first of more than a dozen books. In 1929 he returned 
to the Antarctic again with Sir Douglas M awson as official photographer to 
the British/A ustralian/N ew Zealand Research Expedition. 


With the outbreak of war in 1939 hejoined thesecond A.I.F. , again as official 
war photographer, for which servicehe was awarded theOBE in 1941. In his 
later years he published a series of colour photography books on Australia, 
remaining active in his profession until his death in 1962. 


John Stanley Cumpston (1909-1986) diplomat, geographer, historian and 
publisher. He was born in Perth in] une 1909. In WWII he served at Tobruk 
in 1941 and Lebanon before returning to Australia in February 1943. In 
1939 Cumpston had assisted in the preparation and publication of the first 
reliable map of Antarctica which led to him being elected in 1940 asa fellow 
of the Royal Geographical Society London. H ewas awarded a doctorate of 
letters (1949) by the University of M elbournefor his studies in the geography 
of the Antarctic and of the Pacific. In 1966 Cumpston M assif was named in 
his honour for his contribution to the knowledge of the Antarctic. He died 
in August 1986 in Canberra.

Benjamin Arthur Barnett was born at Auburn, M elbourne, Victoria on 23 M arch 1908 and was educated at Scotch College, M eloourne. H ewas an outstanding 
sportsman playing Aussie Rules for H awthorn during the 1920s and cricket for H awthorn/East M elbourne and Victoria during the 1920s and 1930s. H ewas 
a reserve wicket keeper to 'Bert' Oldfield for the Australian Cricket Test Team that toured England in 1934 and was selected as wicket keeper for the 1938 
Australian Team. His cricketing career was interrupted by World War II. He volunteered for service rising to the rank of Captain with 8th Div Signals before 
he was captured when Singapore fell to the J apanese. 


During his time as a POW, first in Changi and then in Thailand, he maintained records which are now held in the Signal's M useum in Wantirna, M elbourne. 
While a POW he organised a 'smuggling' gang that made nightly foraging excursions into J apanese held territory to get 'tucker' for his men. At Changi he 
said that cricket matches were played between units until the MO advised the matches should be stopped due to the prisoners' poor diet. He also said that 
prisoners kept up-to-date with all the latest news on cricket through the use of a secret radio in the camp and smuggled messages among the inmates. 


H e was in the first party that worked on the back-breaking Thailand-Burma railway and saw the party of men dwindle from 600 to fewer than 250 under 
the atrocious conditions that they had to work. He was lucky because he had escaped getting cholera and dysentery and had not suffered badly from malaria 
or beri beri, all conditions that had severely affected other POWs. On one occasion during a terrible march on the Thailand railway Captain Barnett saved a 
fellow-prisoner who had collapsed from exhaustion. H ehelped the man to his feet and then carried the man's gear as well as his own for 5-miles. O ne prisoner 
reported that Barnett had suffered many cruel beatings at the hands of the] apanese because he had 'stood up' for his men. 


After he was repatriated Barnett said he was filled in on the goings-on with local cricket by his friend Don Bradman and other members of the cricket board. 
H e was elected Captain of H awthorn/East M elbourne but later moved his family to England where he worked for an Australian firm and also played minor 
counties cricket for Buckinghamshire. H e represented Australia in England at both cricket and tennis and in 1969 was elected President of the International 
Lawn Tennis Federation, serving in this position until 1971. When he retired in 1974 he returned to Australia and in 1977 was appointed a member of the 
Order of Australia in recognition of his service to sport. H e died in N ewcastle, NSW on 29 June 1979.

A fire on board was visible on the horizon and finally she disappeared, 
believed sunk with all officers and crew on board. The severely disabled Kormoran was scuttled. It was 
not until 2008 that the wreck of the Sydney and the Kormoran were found about 21km apart in the 
Indian Ocean and about 2,500 metres below sea level. On discovery, both wrecks were placed under the 
protection of the H istoric Shipwrecks Act 1976 and they were placed on the Australian N ational H eritage 
Liston 14 March 2011.
